‘Before Sir Henry Gollan, the Chief 
Justice; ‘at the Supreme Court ’.yes- 
terday, ‘Chan Yuk Chuen was plaintiff 
in an action against Kwong Fook, of the 
ing Ku Slipway, for wrongful conver. 
sion of a lighter. ee : 
“Mr, F.C. Jenkin (instructed. by 
Messrs, Johnson, Stokes '& Masters) was 
for ‘plaintiff, and Mr. C.G. Alabaster, 
K.C. (instructed*by Mr. C. A. S: Russ) 
Mr. Jonkin gaid that it was a claim by 
Plaintiff, owing. to the wrongful’ conver- 
sion of a lighter which was his. property. 
Plaintiff had been at all material times 
the owner of the Chuen On‘lighter, which 
he purchased in April, 1999, for $9,100, 
Soon afterwards he hired the lighter to 
the Po On Lighter Co. at the rate of 
$100 per month. Hiring began on- April 
sth, 1928,  Sometime:in April, 1994," 
the Po On handed the lighter to the de- 
fendants,. who were shipwrights, for the 
purpose of repairing and strengthening 
the boat in order that stones may be 
carried, Defendants’did the work. . 
His Lordship: Was that with the 
knowledge of plaintiff ? ae

MEETING AT GOVERNMENT HOUSE. :

“loth, at the. invitation of Lady ‘Clementi, 
there. met together at Government House 
perhaps one of the most

. The meeting, had been called together. 
for the purpose of re-awakening’ interest 
in the great organisation known as the 
“ Mothers! Union a name familiar to 
women all over the. world, and, to many 
thousands, « name’ embodying intense 
interest and devotion: . : 

It was hoped that this meeting would 
be the means of giving encouragement 
and enthusiasm’ to those members’ who 
already belonged’ to the Union, and also 
of adding materially te the membership, 
and that by the united effort. of many 
the spiritual and educational life in the 
homes of" Hongkong might be strengthen- 
ed'hnd deepened. ' , 

ATM OF THE UNION.. 


The Chairman, the Lord Bishop ‘of the 
Diocese, after thanking Lady ‘E lepienti 
for her kindness in inviting the company, 
to Government House: and for her interest 
in the occasion, gave a brief account of 


'the aims and objects of the Mothers’ 


Union. He told the story of its humble 
beginning. How’ a‘ few Jevated women, 
under the leadership of-one, Mary Sum- 
ner, Had ‘gathered together in a emall 
Hampshire village and had determined to 
unite themselves in an.effort to bettez 
the home life in that village and its 
immediate surroundings. Because of tho 
fact that this Union, filled a great want} 
and becduse its appeal was’ so practical 
and impelling, the movement grew~and 


grow until at the’time of Mary Sumner’s 


death it.had become the largest organisa- 
tion-of, women in the world, with a mem- 
bership of 400,000 and branches in mahy 
distant parts of the earth, and boasted 
Victoria, the Queen, as its Royal Patron. 
And who can measure the potent force 
of that’ great army .of women,- bound 
together by one lofty ideal! That ideal, 
the determination ‘that by their combinéd 
efforts—their influertee through the homes 
6f the nation upon the nation itself—the. 
whole fubric of Society could. he ewecten- 
ed. Let the women of to-day see to it, 
that they fall not short of this valiant 
example! | 
LADY CLEMENTI'S SUPPORT. 
» Lady Clementi then madeju charming 
little speech, welcoming ‘the gathering to 
Government House. She | said that 
hitherto she had not been a member of 
the Union, although’ for many years she 
had been aware of its existence, as the 
Governor's. mother had ‘Tong been 4 de- 
voted’ and enthusiastic member. Now, 
‘when she had become (most undeservedly 
she vonsidered) Diocesdn Patron, she 
meant to give the Union her deep in- 
terest and support, and  boped for a 
bright future for it in the Colony.” 
After this two: appropriate songs were 
delightfully sung by Mrs. Collett. ' 


ACTIVITIES IN HONGKONG. 


Mrs. Duppuy, Diocesan President, then 
gave a brief resume of the, activities of 
the Union since its inception in Hong- 
kong, , mentioning that the Victoria 
hoasted a. membership of 90, 
whilst the newly-formed branch at. Kow- 
loon had already 30 members, with pro- 
spect of more. She especially mappealed 
for. co-operation from'the. rank and file 
of the members, saying that no organisa- 
tion could hope to flourish’ so long as it 
depended ‘only upon the- efforts of its 
executive only. Loyal"support from eyery 
indjvidual member was necessary in order 
that good work should.be done.  - . 

Mrs. Duppuy’ further pointed’ out the 
excellence of: the literature provided 
by the Union..

The term, “ missionary” has received 
anew. connotation within our life-time.

‘Since then, however, .»” considerable 
quickening has taken’ place in our moral 
sense .towards, the backward races, 
especially those in the British Common- 
wealth, : j ore? 
The mandatory clauses of the League 
ot Nations Covenant are symptoms of 
this vhaage, and the ‘Church Congress 
held at Eastbourne last October, though 
on-a smaller scale, offered a most signi- 


ficant illustration of the same thing. The 
subject discussed was ‘* World Problems 
‘and Christianity,” ond the calibre and 
“experience .of the great public servants 
who delivered addresses, anil the wide 
interest taken in the Press, very: clearly 
‘indicated: the inpariancs of the .subject 
in the public mind. The change,is mainly 
due to, the development of A world situa- 
tion in which the vyalue—indeed, the 
necessity—of the spiritual forces of Jife 
‘has heen thrown into striking and peremp- 

tory reHef. The new movements. in Asi 
nnd Africa," political, economic, intellec- 
tual, ediicational, though full of promise, 
nre as yet quite ambiguous in their moral 
‘tendency. The issue sopenda “on the 
development of the best ideals of human 
character. and human, relationships to 
contro! the impatience, the head-strong 
wilfulness, andthe concentration upon 
self which are ever characteristic dangers 
of adolescenée, whether in nations or in 
individuals. And.since Christianity more 
than any other force in the world is able 
to create right character. and: right rela- 
tionships, men’s thoughts have turned to

Christianity 
everywhere are moved to do so not be- 
couse of its admitted practical ‘Aline to, 
human happiness and progress, but be- 
couse we Believe it to be eternal’ truth, 
Novertheless -we welcome, the changed 
‘attitude, :

In: these circumstances it may be. of 
_ ipterest to survey the field, and to ask 
-how far the spiritual agencies of ‘Britain 
are ‘rising to their task; and the first 
thing to, notice is the astounding advance 
‘revealed by the mere numerical statistics 
of Christian missions. In the year 1800, 
throughout the whole area stretching from 
the, West African. Coast right across to 
China, and the East Indies, and from 
Ruseia. and Siberia in the north to the 
'- heatt of Africa, andthe bounds of the 
Indian Ocean in the south, there were 
not a dozen missionaries of the Reformed 
Churches. In those days, with a tew 
notable exceptions, there was. no sense) 
- of-missionary obligation throughout Eng- 
‘lish or American Christendom. ‘This was 
robably less,true of the Roman Catho- 
ics, but.even their: activities, now 80 
strong’ and world-wide, ‘were at. this 
period comparatively -weak, A hundred 
at the close of the ninéteenth 
century, 15,000 missionaries of the Re- 
. formed Churches were at work in Africa 
. and the Enst, and,. though statistics are 
not available, we may conclude with, cer- 
tainty that the Roman Catholic mission- 
pies were at least trebled, in, number. 
To-day the total number of missionaries 
of the ateformed Churches in the mission 
field is no fewer than 30,000, with a com-. 
muni¢ants’ .roll of '3;500,000 ‘and a roll of 
baptized ‘adherents numbering, many mil- 
Hons more; end every year the rate of 
““inerease aceelerates. In India, Burma, 
and Ceylon to-day, there are over 5,700

And this ‘widening of scope has led to 
new and jmproved relations between the 
missionary and the secular authorities 
All oyer the world Governments. have 
found “by experience the .value of mis- 
sionary., co-Operation. In’ the Pacific, 
where trader and missionary a generation 
ago were af bitter feud, there is now 
cordial co-operation between missionaries, 
traders; and Governnient officials in the 
development of the native population. 
In: India’ the old mutual suspicion has 
given place to hearty co-operation and 
frequent cordial expressions of appre- 
-ciation by Government officials, from’ the 
Viceroy downwards. But perhaps” the 
most conspicuéus illustration of the new 
co-operation ‘is to be’ found’ in: Africa. 
Here missionary leaders’ have’ clearly 
scen'that the development of the African 
races demands education interpreted, in 
a very ‘wide sénse. For instance, the 
epoch-making work of the Phcips-Stokes 
Commission ‘hag set a stamp uf broad 
humanity upon all the educational work 
of the. missionary agencies throughout 
Africa; and their aim Is'not merely to 
train the mind,‘but to develop the whole 
nation in which they are working, and 
to supply their educational needs in the 
light of the ‘religious, social, hygienic, 
and economic conditions of-the, country. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that the 
Colonial Office, in. responding, to the in- 
sistent demands of Africa -for education, 
has turned to the missionaries for help. 

Neverthéless “there remains very much 
land yet.to be .possessed.” In their 
widened outlook’ and in the appreciation 
of their efforts by the Governments of 
the British Commonwealth the mission- 
ary agencies can indeed. show a very 
remarkable devolopment..- Yet-we cannot 
‘claim to have gripped the heart of the 
problem. In spite of all this advance, 
the challenge of the world to the Chris- 
tian Church is more insistent and peremp- 
tory than ever. The issues at stake will 
not wait upon the leisure of Christen- 
dom, “but will certainly be'settled apart 
from, the influence of Christianity if 
Christendom fails. to ‘seize the present 
cpportant y. It-da-for this reason that 
the Churel of England, acting: through 
its Missionary Council, has ordered the 
preparation. of four great re jorts; . on 
‘Africa, India, the Far East, and Moslem 
lands -respectively, with a view to a 
definite statement in‘ terms of persong} 
agents and money of the demands laid, 
upon -the .Church” of our generation.
